R 4 and R 5 together form a C2-Ce-alkanediyl chain which can be 
mono- to tetrasubstituted by Ci-C4-alkyl and/or which can be 
interrupted by oxygen or by a nitrogen which is unsubstituted 
or substituted by Ci-C 4 -alkyl; or 

R 4 and R 9 or R 4 and R 10 or R 5 and R 12 together form a C 2 -C 6 -alkane- 
diyl chain which can be mono- to tetrasubstituted by 
Ci-C4-alkyl and/or which can be interrupted by oxygen or by a 
nitrogen which is unsubstituted or substituted by Ci-C4-al- 
kyl; 

R 18 is Ci-C 6 -alkyl. 

32. (new) A composition comprising a herbicidally active amount of at 
least one 3-heterocyclyl-substituted benzoyl compound of formula 
I as defined in claim 1 or 2 or of an agriculturally useful salt 
thereof, and auxiliaries conventionally used for the formulation 
of crop protection products . 
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33. (new) A process for the preparation of the composition defined in 
claim 32, which comprises mixing a herbicidally active amount of 
at least one 3-heterocyclyl-substituted benzoyl compound of for- 
mula I or of the agriculturally useful salt thereof and auxilia- 
ries conventionally used for the formulation of crop protection 
products . 

34. (new) A method of controlling undesirable vegetation, which com- 
prises allowing a herbicidally active amount of at least one 
3-heterocyclyl-substituted benzoyl compound of formula I as de- 
fined in claim 24 or of an agriculturally useful salt thereof to 
act on plants, their environment and/or on seeds. 
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
